Supposing our contention is realiz- 
ed and trade to the east and Austral- 
asia is diverted to the Panama route, 
the effects of such a change on ship- 
ping and commerce will be  wide- 
spread indeed. Japan and China 
may come in time to manuiacture on 
their own territories many articies, 
which they now import, but ror many 
years to come they must import large 
quantities of goods which 
be precured in Europe or America. 
There are certain products which are 
peculiar to eacii individual land, that 
all other nations need, and there are 
certain others for the manufacture of 
which the local and climatic condi- 
tions of one land are more suitable 
than others, so that no nation, how- 
ever vast its resources can be abso- 
lutely commercially independent. At 
present Britain, Germany and 
America are the three serious exter- 
competitors for the eastern 
trade. Britain hitherto has had the 
lion’s share, principally through the 
enterprise of a few gigantic trading 
corporations; and her trade connec- 
tion with the Orient is old and well 
established ,because she has had In- 
dia available as a halfway house for 
the last 159 years. In the last quar- 
ter of a century German and Ameri- 
can enterprise has made great 1n- 
roads on her preserves and with Ja- 
pan announcing her definite intention 
of procuring her commercial expan- 
sion at any cost, many good judges 
foresee a bad future for British in- 
terests in the east.

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LESSER SLAVE LAKE.

Losser Slave Lake lies about two hun- 
dred miles northwest of Edmonton. It 
is eighty miles long and varies from 
five miles to twenty miles in width.; 

It is drained at the eagern end by the| 
Leaser Slave Rivér, which in turn emp- 
ties inte the Athabasca. Standing on 
the eastern shore and looking up the | 
lake gtretching to the horizon, one is 
struck by its resemblance to the wid- | 
er part of Lake Champlain. On cith-| 
er hand are the same mountainous hills 
and out in the lake is a single big is- | 
land, like Wofle Island. The ning 
ewarms with fish. I saw lake trout, | 


jackfish, gold eye, grayling. and the 
matchless white fish. Quantities of the | 
latter are shipped out to Edmontoa | 


in a frozen state during the winter. | 
Quantities of coal are to be found along | 
the various creeks emptying into the 
lake and there must be seams of coal | 
on the lake bottom, for fine coal is | 
thrown up on the shore by the waves. | 
There are indications of natural gas and 
petroleum in many places, and silver | 
and copper is supposed to exist in large | 
quantities in the Swan Hilis, south of 
the lake. 

The small punt in which I reached 
the lake was too flimsy to be consiijersd 
as 2 means of crossing that tempes- 
tuous body of water, and 1 was com-| 
pelied to wait at the foot of the lake for 
a York boat. There isa small settle- 
ment at this point. This end of the lake | 
is overshadowed by the larger sett.e-| 
ment at the head, there is however 
much good land in the vicinity and the 
first few farmers who settle here are} 
sure to do well. The finest piece of| 
wild grass 1 ever saw, extends for | 
about ten miles east of the lake. It} 
runs back about three miles on. either | 
side of the river, into beautiful littie| 
valleys, separated by pine-clad ridges. 
The grass is mostiy of the famous biue- 
joint variety with a smaller quantity 
of red-top and Scotch grass. it grows 
four feet high in places, and is ready 
for cutting a second time, one month 
after the first cutiing. A mixed farm- 
er in this neighborhood would find his 
market right at his door, among the 
freighters in the winter. 

I lingered at the foot of the lake for a} 
week, waiting for a York boat, but 
was hospiiabiy entertained meanwhile. 
On the seventh day she hove in view 
around a bend in the river, laden al- 
most to the gunwale with goods for 
Revillon Bros. These York boats have} 
been built in the north for upwards; of 
lwo cepumes. They are long, ow. +: 
en boate, with a high, pointed bow and| 
stern like an ancient Norse galley. | 
They are rowed down stream with | 
huge sweeps and pullei up against the 
current much as I tracked my little} 
boet. When the wind is astern they 
Tas>a big square sail amidships. Com-| 
ing up the crew of eight is divided into} 
two shifts, each of which akes the track- 
ing line for an hour at a time. One 
has only to see the four men harnessed | 
to the two line, bent almost at right) 
angles with the weight of the loaded 
boat, slipping on the edge of steep cut | 
banks, crawling around willows, wad-! 
ing up to the waist, to realize that | 
tVen an hour of .tisa savere .e3 of en- 
durance. Once they get started, nothing) 
will stop them, they must smash 
through everything. If one slips off the | 
bank into the water, they roar with | 
lauhgter and keep right on. It is the 
place of the fourth man on the line to 
slip out of his harness and disentangle | 
the rope if it gets caught. i 

The delays were not by an means 
over with the arrival of the boat at the 
foot of the lake. Four days longer, we; 
waited for a favorable wind, while} 
steersman and crew gambled all day | 
on the shore and made night hideous | 
with their incessant ki-yiing and beat-| 


ing of the ‘‘stick-kettle” i. e., tom-tom. |} 
Early on the fifth morning we got) 
away. At first the steersman, his /| 


name was Jeresis, refused point blank 
to take me, after I had waited twelve) 
days! But by intimating that I had | 
important tusiness with Revillon Bros. | 
at the head of the laksa. I finally per- | 
guaded him to change his mind. We! 
started on a cool gray morning, with 
a erme breath of wind astern. Present-/ 
ly it died away altogether and the men | 
were compelled to unship the mast with | 
great labor, suspend it over the side) 
and shift the boxes and bales around to} 
make room for the sweeps. Our pro-| 
gress was very leisurely. Each shift | 
of four men would take a trick of ten| 
minutes at the oars and then give place} 
to the others. Ags much -time was | 
epent in changing as in rowing, and we 
were continually stopping to give some/| 
member of the crew a chance to shoot | 
at a duck,a goose or a heron, which} 
he. never hit. Every member of the | 
crew toox part in the endless discus: | 
sions in Cree as to whether we should} 
hoist the sail, pull, or go ashore and 
eat 

At noon we went ashire at Nine Mile 
point te ‘spell’. A great fire of brush- 
wood was built on the shore and water 
put on for the tea. The invariable fare 
beside the big pail of tea, was grten-| 
looking pork and bannocks. Bannocks 
are made with baking powder and cook- 
éd in frying pans, tipped up before the 
tre. | 

After dinner we procesdei as before. 
About three o'clock a nice breeze sprang 


up again, and the business of throwing 
the boxes and bales around and ship- 
the mast, etc.. was all -gone through 
again. We had not been sailing more} 
than half an hour, when upon passing 
two tepees, we were hailed from the/ 
ehore. An animated conversation in 
Cree at about haif a mile range, then 
suczeniy the helm was put about, the 
sudien!y the helm was put about, the 
sail hauled down, and we went ashore 
and let the fine breeze blow itself out 


up the lake. 

The place they choose to land was the 
worst in miles. A low shelving beach 
ran out into the water and we could not 
come withina hundred and fifty yards 
of the shore. I had just succeedei in 
drying my boots after having got them 
wet at lunch time, and I determined 
net to do any more wading. On eith- 
er side of the boat they hammerei a 
stake a foot of two into the loose sand 
and then passed a_ line around her stern 
post. The least puff of wind would 
have ewung her around and pounded her 
bottom out on the sand and at that/| 
bottom out on the sand and at that / 
moment*it looked as if we were going 
to have a nasty night. Nevertheless, |

I made a little shelter in the stern 
against the expected storm and spent 
a very comfortable night. It cleared 
later, the stars came out in full force 
and there was a wonderful display of 
Northern Lights. It was a heavenly 
morning. ‘he crew turned up about 
eight o'clock, and from hints I gath- 
ered they had spent a wild night, 
dancing, gambling and beating the tom- 
tom. Naturally une favorable wind had 
fallen, they pulled for an hour and a) 
half and then went ashore for another 
meal. 


West of Prairie River, I was told by 
Mr.. St, Cyr, the surveyor, who has 
been drawing the first base lines 
through the country, there is another 
fine prairie, near the Simonette Ri- 
yer. As yet there is no road to it, 
but one could easily be made by fol- 
lowthg the base line, the greater part 
of the way. 

Leaving Buffalo Bay, we struck into 
the heavy timber which continues with 
a few breaks during the whole of the 
80 mile portage to the Peace River. 
Most of it is enormous white, poplar 
or aspen which rears its slender stems 
sixty or eighty feet in the air. The 
effect is very beautiful, for the long 
trunks are pure white and the spread 
of trembling leaves at the top is a 
peculiarly vivid light green. There is

A favor- 
ing breeze sprang up and we gailcd 
again. It wasa very fine night, with 
a yokung moon shining as she can oa-

funny precise English. The “Banks of 
the Wabash” and “Just Because She 
Made Dem Goo-Goo Eyes’’ were inc:uiel 
in his repertoire. 

This peaceful scene was interrupiel 
about ten o’lcock by masses o: heavy 
clouds which seemed to roll uo from 
every quarter of the Heaveavs al onee. 
Almost without warning thre came a 
terrific crack of thunder and a snarp 
squall of wind and rain. The sail came 
a terrific crack of thunder anda sharp 
squall of wind ani rain. Th2 sail came 
down in a jiffy and we scurried for 
the shore. ‘hey beached the boat and 
went through tne same periormanc? 0° 
tacking her down on each side, as it 
were. Meanwhile the storm 
all its fury; the rain came down in 
buckets accompanied by deafening 
cracks of thunder ani blinding lighi- 
ning. At the first crack Jeresis disap- 
peared under ceivas and stayed thee. 
But the boys benaved splendidly, halr- 
and dripping wet, they sang and joi- 


lied each other through it ail. } 


Naturaily the torce of the waves soon 
puiled up their flimsy stakes, swung 
the boat broadside on, and pounded her 
sicken!y on the stones. I don’t know 
how they manaaged it, but some of the 
bovs went ashore with a tow line 
while others fended her off the stones 


with poles. We began to move slowly 
alon gthe shore in all the wind and 
rain. 


I don’t know what happened after 
that, for a fell asleep under a bit of 
Canvas, with my head on a sharp cor- 
ner Ofa box, my knees on another, my 
hip in about three inches of water and 
Jeresis’ elbow in the small of my back. 
l oniy woke up once, when someone jn- 
advertently stepped on and in the 
morning we were there and the sun 
was shining gloriously. 

On account of low water the last 
two or three years, the York boats 
have been compelled to land at Shaw’s 


me 
tie, 


Point which is seven miles this side 
of the settlement at the head of the 
lake. That was where I found the 


boat when I awoke. I made arrange- 
ments to have iny goods transporied to 
the settlement ana started to waik 
along the shore and through, the bush. 
There is very little ready-made farming 
land along the shores of Lesser Slave 
Lake, though when the settlers are 
willing to clear it, it will be found 
very fertile. Two friends of mine who 
built a big stable in a pine grove at 
Nine Mile Point raised a bumper crop 
of potatoes in the furrows made in 
dragging the logs. They had no im- 
piements of any kind. There is one 
splendid tract of prairie along the 
banks of the Swan River, just south 
of the lake. 

On reaching Lesser Slave Lake set- 
tlemen:, I was fortunate enough to 
find a freighter who was about to pull 
out for Peace River Crossing, and I 


| was able to continue my journey with- 


out the loss of an hour. He was 
starting light so that a quick trip 
was assured. This settlement would be 
quite a place if it were more com- 
pact, but it is stretched out for six or 
seven miles. First you come to Revil- 
lon Brothers’ establishment, store, 
warehouse, stables, boarding-house, 
etc., then for a half a mile shacks 
are scattered along the road and you 
come to the big establishment of the 
R. C. Mission. An average of three 
hundred children are taught here. The 
buildings which are of lumber, an un- 
usual sight in the north, and gay with 
paint, stand on a commanding rise, 
from which a famous vegetable garden 
stretches down to the road. Across the 
road is a good sized saw mill, a 
considerable source of profit to the 
mission. 

After more log shacks the buildings 
of the “company” comes in! view in an'- 
other superb position. The view from 
tne terrace in front is not soon 
be forgoyven At your feet stretches 
the wide expanse of Buffaid Ray, which 
is connected with the lake proper by a 
short creek. Formerly the boats were 
able to land just below the company’s 
store .Across the bay are several low 
rounded hills, with rich) farms along 
the base With their heavy blue sha- 
dows in the brilliant sunshine they look 
like the hills in the south of France.

The road is fairly good except 
about thirty miles through the hea- 
viest timber, where the mud holes are 
something to make a stranger open 
his eyes. But in the country they 
gaid the road was in first class shape 
and told stories of the days when it 
took forty days to cross. My driver 
had an inexhaustible fund of anecdote. 
He was an out-and-out freighter, one 
of that curious class which knows no 
home but the wagon. He never knew 
where he and his team would find 
themselves next week, but with his 
grub-box and his bedding he was al- 
ways provided Each night we lay 
down in the moonlight beside a roan- 
ing fire. 

The last night on the road we slept 
on Little Prairie, the largest break in 
the timber.. It is about fifteen miles 
wide. Along one side flows the Heart 
River. It offers a beautiful pro- 
spect and the land seeins exceedingly 
rich, in the country, however, it has
